The bill to create the new county 


of Bacon was reported favorably by 
the senate committee on constitutional 
amendments yesterday afternoon by 
& unanimous vote. The bill was amend- 
ed so as to take the new county out 
of the Waycross judicial circuit and 
place it in the Brunswick circuit. 

Judge Alvin Sellars and Colonel 
Charles Parker addressed the commit- 
tee requesting that the country be 
Placed in the Brunswick circuit. Rep- 
resentatives Cooper and Crawley, of 
Ware county, spoke against the change. 
The committee voted 6 to 2 for the 
amendment changing the judicial cir- 
cult. 

This bill originally provided that the 
county should be known as Hardeman 
county, but since the death of Sena- 
tor A. O. Bacon, the name of the prd- 
posed new county has been changed.

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SOLICITOR SALARY BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Receives Vote of 32 to 5—Bill 
Goes to House for 
Approval. 


The bill of Senator G. Y. Harrell, of 
the twelfth district, placing solicitors 
general of the state on a salary of 
$3,000 per annum passed the senate 
yesterday morning by a vote of 32 to oO. 

An effor& was made by Senator Mc- 
Neil, of, twenty-second, to increase 
the sal from $3,000 to $4,000. This 
amendment was lost by a vote of 19 
to 18. 

Senator McNeil, who will probably be 
@ candidate for the solicitorship of 
Bibb county next term, declared in 
voting for the bill that it had been the 
ambition of his life to be solicitor 
general, but a consciousness of his 
duty prompted him to vote for the bill 
Placing theysolicitors on a salary and 
to exert his best efforts for the pas- 
sage of such a meritorious piece of 
legislation. 

Two-Thirds Vote Required. 

A two-thirds vote is required by the 
constitution to ohange the existing 
laws and if the bill is to become a 
law the house must pass it by a two- 
thirds majority. The bill provides for 
all solicitors to receive a salary of 
$3,000 per annum, but allows the dif- 
ferent judicial circuits to supplement 
the salaries of the solicitors as they 
wish. 

It also -provides that the solicitors 
May receive the same fees now allowed 
by law for the prosecution of criminal 
cases in the supreme court and the 
court of appeals of the state. No other 
fee, perquisite or reward shall be al- 
lowed or received by such officers. 

Senator Allen, of the twentieth, led 
the opposition to the bill, and at- 
tempted in vain to make the measure 
a@ special order for next Tuesday. Sen- 
ators Spinks and Elkins also opposed 
the bill. Senators Stark, McGregor, 
Irwin, Harrell and McNeil defended the 
bill. 

The session of the senate was éx- 
tended until the bill was disposed of. 
Upon the announcement of the vote the 
advocates of the legislation applaud- 
ed vociferously.

It is now Refugee Huerta instead of Dic- 
tator Huerta. The bloody-minded, scheming 
and ruthless old man, who dreamed of con- 
quest and power, has been beaten. Snarling 
and baffled, but with life still pulsing in his 
veins, he is on his way to join his hidden 
hoard. there to spin memories and hasten 
the end with cognac.

SENATORIAL TROUBLE-MAKERS. 

The more or less disguised hands of two 
senators—Reed and Hitchcock—have been 
seen in the effort to embarrass the president 
with the Jones-Warburg incident.

If 
there is any one characteristic the president 
possesses it is that of honesty, together 
with the quality of independence and skep- 
ticism regarding the virtues or shortcom- 
ings of appointees in high places. 

It is natural to assume that he scanned 
the records of men recommended for the 
federal reserve board with a high-power 
Microscope. No .one ,knows better than he 
the importance of securing men above all 
feproach and of high ‘personal ‘integrity and 
ability. If the reserve board “muffs” its 
functions because of poor selections, it will 
be the president that gets the blame. 

In the face of these patent facts, a 
coterie of senators proceed on the assump- 
tion either that the president has permitted 
himself to be fooled or that he is handing 
the country a gold brick in the appointments 
of Warburg and Jones. The whole business 


reflects credit on none of the senators con- 
nected with jf. , 
President Wilson is to be commended for 
standing staunchly by his appointments. He 
has shown before that he is a good and a 
stubborn fighter. He is convinced that 
Messrs. Warburg and Jones are highly 
eligible and eminently desirable. For him 
to yield to technical or irrelevant objections 
would not only be a reflection upon himself, 
but upon the men he has asked to serve. 
The whole transaction would be more 
trivial if one could decide that the objection 
to these two men rose in sincerity and not 
the desire to play petty personal politics. 


DANGEROUS _ LEGISLATION. 

It is not strange that the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce has seen fit to throw its 
influence against a bill, now before the 
general judiciary committee No. 2 of the 
house, which would foist on Georgia a kind 
of dilute intrastate Sherman law. If trade 
boards and business men generally of the 
state recognized the ‘menacing possibilities 
of the bill there would be no delay in mak- 
ing manifest their views to their legislative 
representatives. 

The bill purports to curb “monopoly.” 
Here is how the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, about whose respect for law there 
will be no question, views the proposed law: 


In the opinion of this chamber of 
commerce the passage of said act into 
law would greatly injure and damage the 
business of this entire state and would 
not result in any public good or serve 
any public purpose; the said act is so 
general and sweeping in its terms and 
so severe in its penalties and forfeitures 
as will necessarily result in paralyzing 
individual, partnership and corporate en- 
terprises and leave the citizens of the 
state in doubt and uncertainty in relation 
to a great part of their commercial and 
business interests. 

The prosperity, development and busi- 
ness of this state need more at this time 
than ever in its history to have confi- 
dence restored and for the citizen to feel 
secure in making his investments and 
conducting his business, and the passage 
of such a sweeping law, instead of bring- 
ing this about, will intensify conditions 
that already exist to too great a degree. 
It is true that business in Georgia, as 

elsewhere, needs a good rest. It will not 
get that rest,if the bill mentioned becomes 
a law. There is no guarantee that the busi- 
ness of the state will not be subject to an 
era of uncertainty, litigation and baiting, 
just as the business of the nation has been 
under the Sherman law, the progenitor to 
this measure. 

It is all right to make business in Geor- 
gia behave itself. It is virtuous and well 
to keep the little fellows off the big fellows, 
and the big fellows off the little fellows. 
But we want to be certain, in the process, 
that the prosperity of all hands will not be 
“mussed up’ by half-baked, vague legisla- 
tion, or legislation of any kind that may 
carry the savor of spite or professional 
jealousy. The general assembly must con- 
sider all the people of Georgia rather than 


a few battling and rival enterprises. 


KINDERGARTENS. 


Amended to remove the last tenable 
objection, the permissive kindergarten bill 
has passed the state senate and is now 
pending in the house. It is‘to be hoped that 
the house will take favorable action upon 
the measure. 

The bill provides that where the voters 
of any given county shall vote approval, a 
kindergarten feature for children between 
the ages of 4 and 6 years shall be added to 
the common school system. The measure 
does not involve a state appropriation, be- 
ing dependent purely upon local taxation, 
as its adoption is upon local option. The 
distribution of the school fund is not af- 
fected. 

A significant feature is that members 
from rural counties seem strongly in favor 
of the measure. They see. readily the 
soundness of the argument that if the kin- 
dergarten is good fop’the citye child, its 
molding and cB 3 influences are 
good for the child in the country. 

The bill, as amended, presents no ob- 
jections to the most quibbling legislator. 
All it does is to authorize counties who 
want to be progressive in an educational 
sense, and who can afford it, to set up free 
kindergarten systems. 


ALL AGAINST THE TICK. 


A communication from State Veterina- 
rian Peter F. Bahnsen, published today, 
makes it evident that all parties to the tick 
eradication controversy are agreed on one 
necessity—the eradication of the tick. That 
is one point around which to rally. The 
only question is as to means. 

It is encouraging to note that Dr. Bahn- 
sen is not disposed to be unyielding. If 
this policy is made the rule it is likely that 
friction will be lessened and the common 
interest of destroying the tick be promoted. 

The point at which the Georgia regula- 
tion appears weak is that it penalizes ship- 
per and farmer by enforcing a quarantine 
at the stock vards, when the local country 
inspector may have passed for shipment 
cattle that are tick-infested. Slaughter on 
arrival appears the remedy for this condi- 
tion, and this is certainly the federal re- 
quirement. 

It is unfortunate that a conflict exists 
between the federal law and the Georgia 
regulation for the eradication of the cattle 
tick. It would be better if one or the other 
method prevailed, so there might be no un- 
certainty and no contradiction. Dr. Bahn- 
sen points this out, and declares that when 
the government adopts the Georgia regula- 
tion, which he says it is sure to do, the 
work of eradidation will proceed more ef- 
Tfectually. In the meantime it is to be hoped 
there will be such harmony in administra- 
tion of the existing status as will work to 
the advancement of the industry without 
detriment to the eradication work. 

All parties are a unit on the develop- 
ment of the cattle industry in Georgia. That 
is one common starting point from which 
ultimate agreement’ may eventually be ex- 
pected.

“Cattle Tick, Common Foe,” 
Says Bahnsen; U. S. Law 
Weaker Than Georgia Law 


Editor Constitution: Encouraged by your 
editorial saying, “If we are wrong, if we 
are misled in believing that a growing in- 
dustry is menaced, we should like Dr. 
Bahnsen to set us straight, etc.,"’ I am writ- 
ing more fully in regard to tick infesta- 
tion and the movement of tick-infested cat- 
tle. In large type this editorial says con- 
cerning the controversy between myself and 
the packers’ interests: “Is he or is the 
United States government right in the 
methods whereby they handle cattle en route 
for slaughter?” I want to say that every 
man who is fully informed regarding tick 
eradication upholds the principle of prohibit- 
ing the movement of tick-infested cattle. 
Every man actively engaged in the work 
of tick eradication on behalf ‘of the federal 
government realizes, and he has publicly ex- 
pressed himself as favoring a change in the 
acts of congress, an act enacted when little 
was known regarding the cattle fever tick, 
sO as to prohibit the movement of tick- 
infested cattle for any purpose. 

Annually the federal government spends 
more than $125,000 to supervise the move- 
ment of tick-infested cattle to certain, spe- 
Clally assigned, slaughter centers and yet 
Dr. A. P. Steddam, chief of the quarantine 
division of the United States bureau of ani- 
mal industry, in a public address (See four- 
teenth annual report United States Livestock 
Sanitary association), says: “It is compara- 
tively easy to designate an imaginary line 

and to formulate rules and regulations 
to govern the traffic between those sections 
of the country. But it is quite another mat- 
ter to get the owners or shippers of cattle 
to recognize the importance of maintaining 
such a line and of observing the regulations. 
This has been one phase of the government 
work for many years, but it is impossible to 
guard against infraction of the regulation. 
, Quarantine must be suppiemented by 
the eradication of the ticks.”

In 1910 California passed laws prohibiting 
the movement of tick-infested cattle and tn 
1913 she completed the task. Tennessee, 
after many years of hard work and much 
expense, had eight tick-infested counties 
left. In 1912 they prohibited. the movement 
of cattle and finished tn 1913. Here is the 
Tennessee situation as reported by Dr. Tait 
Butler, associate editor of The Progressive 
Farmer, of Memphis, Tenn.: “In 1906 Ten 
nessee had fifty-one counties infested with 
ticks and tnder quarantine. Ry indefatiza 
ble effort. this area was reduced to but eight 
counties in 191? The eight persistently 
fused to aid the state in exterminating in- 
fection. A quarantine order was put into 
effect. prohibiting the shipment or move- 
ment in any other way of cattle from those 
counties without a permit from a state live- 
stock inspector. 

“No inspections would be made until dip- 
ping vats were established, and inspectors 
appointed to supervise the regular dipping 
of the cattle in arsenical solution. After 
the customary flare-up and representations 
of the disastrous effect the regulations would 
have upon the cattle industry, the people 
thought the matter over and decided that 
if they could. not move, cattle with ticks on 
them, thev would remove the ticks. Within 
four months from‘ the date of the quaran- 
tine order, all eight counties were actively 
engaged in eradication of the tick Within 
a period of eighteen months the entire eizht 
counties were free from ticks and released 
from quarantine. Instead .of creating an- 
tagonism against state officials the people 
were unanimous in their approval of the 
means employed. Wherever people believe in 
the ability to eradicate the tick thev do not 
fuss and paw up the earth over dipping re- 
quirements.” 

T could cite case after case in simoport 
of the Georgia regulation, but only want to 
call vour attention to one paragraph of Mr 
Hunt's letter to you, which you told me 
would be published In this tssue. He save: 
“The movement of tick-infested cattle is 
wrong in principle and tn practice. Pro- 
hibiting the movement of tick-infested cattle 
for any purpose is the most effective method 
of eradicating ticks.” With all the emphasis 
at my command I want to say-—“It gure is.” 

The Georgia regulations are right and 
they are effective; the federal regulations 
permitting the movement of tick-infested 
cattle to certain slaughter house centers is 
wrong in principle and tin practice. Every 
federal inspector knows it and would bless 
the day when thig useless and costly special 
privilege to the few is abolished. ~ 

Now, as to one other feature of the Geor- 
gia regulations; that is, the enforcement of 
same. At no time has a carload or shipment 
of cattle been held up by us because just 
one or two were infested with ticks, except 
in cases of old and chronic offenders of the 
law... Where cattle are held in quarantine 
because of infestation the owner has al- 
ways been requested to come to my office 
where I made it my business to explain to 
him the reason for tick eradication, the 
benefits derived therefrom and urged him 
not to fail to clean his cattle of ticks. I 
have warned them not again to Ship tick- 
infested cattle and then all except the few 
that were infested with ticks have heen 
released. Those who returned the second 
time have invariably been warned again: 
but, if a man will be so indifferent in regard 
to the law as to swear that his cattle are 
free of ticks, when even a blind man could 
find them, I have ordered them held in 
quarantine. 

To show where we stand in this matter, 
I want to again reiterate my position in 
regard to the rules and regulations. If Mr. 
W. H. White, Jr., Mr. A. L. Suttles, Mr. W. RB. 
Hollingsworth, or any other man can show 
us how we can obtain better results in 
tick eradication for the money now spent 
we are anxious to accept thelr suggestions: 
if they can show us how to obtain as good 
results as we do now, without spending a 
greater amount of money for the state, and 
at the same time grant the concessions they 
ask for, we are open to conviction: if they 
expect concessions that are detrimental to 
the work, or an expense to state, or unfair 
to any other interests or people, they can’t 
get them. Their effort to strangle this con- 
cession from the department by attacking 
the meat inspection bill shows the unfairness 
of the men and their methods. After attack- 
ing this bill they had to admit in open 
senate committee meeting that the bill was 
good. It is rumored that they will make an 
effort to attach a joker to this bill forcing 
the department to make rules providing for 
the movement of tick-infested cattle. It 
would be just as sensible and fair to attach 
a joker to this bill to provide for the ship- 
ment into this state of cotton seed from the 
weevil-infested districts. . 

In conclusion will say the place to kill 
the tick is on the farm (In this the editor, 
Mr. White and myself concur); if the regu- 
lations are carried out that is exactly where

GOVERNOR BROWN RECEIVES FRIENDS;

Former Governor Joseph M. Brown spent 
Thursday morning at his headquarters in 
the Kimball House.

The Cost of the Tick. 

Constitution The cattle gquaran- 
tine law passed by a former legislature is 
adequate, but whether within the constitu- 
tional limitations can never be Known 
tively until a case or cases shall be appealed 
to the supreme court. Hence, I recently 
advocated a constitutional amendment to pre- 
vent the expense of litigation. 

It is impossible for any farmer interested 
in advancing rural conditions to realize the 
direct and contingent losses due to the fever- 
infected, pestiferous, parasitic cattle tick. 

Those of us who have experienced the 
losses from ticks and the benefits following 
tick eradication are truly competent wit- 
nesses. A concrete example carries more 
weight of evidence than anvthing in the 
way of theory. The United States census 
gives Putnam county 5,966 bovines (our tick 
inspectors by actual count found between 
6.000 and 7,000). Taking the government 
statistics aS a basis, experienced live stock 
men estimate cattie subsequent to tick 
eradication as worth $5 increase in value per 
head. Five thousand nine hundred and 
sixty-six bovines at $5 per head additional 
value equals $29,830. Three thousand one 
hundred and sixty were milk cows; the low- 
est possible credit from the benefits of 
eradication would be $10 on each cow, 
is a very conservative loss in milk per ye: 
as a result of tick infestation. On that 
basis. the amount lost to the dairy industry) 
in Putnam county amounted to $31,600; add 
to that $29,830 as already shown as a loss of 
condition and we have for these two items 
the sum of $61,430. Thus, one county alone

SENATORS WRANGLING 


OVER TRADE COMMISSION 


Term “Unfair Competition” Is 
Criticised—Brandegee Calls 
Measure Half-Baked. 


Washington, July 16.—Another stren- 
uous effort was made today by the 
senate judiciary committee to perfect 
the Clayton anti-trust bill. Some prog- 
ress was reported and it is hoped to 
have the measure ready early next 
week. 

While the committee was at work on 
the Clayton bill, the interstate trade 
commission bill again was under dis- 
cussion in the senate. Senator McCum- 
ber, of North Dakota, insisted that the 
term, “unfair competition,” was im- 
proper and that the proper phrase to 
use was “the stifling of competition by 
unfair methods.” Senator Williams 
agreed with him. 

Senator Sterling, of South Dakota, 
said the term, “‘unfair competition,” 
was grossly indefinite and certain to 
unsettle business just at a time when 
the business world had learned the 
meaning by court interpretation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. He proposed 
an amendment conferring on the courts 
the power to enforce or to suspend 
the commission's orders. 

Senator Newlands replied that the 
words “unfair competition” established 
a sufficient rule of action for the com- 
mission's guidance and that it was de- 
sirable to give the commission all the 
freedom from the courts that could be 
given constitutionally. 

Senator Brandegee bitterly attacked 
the proposed legislation as “half- 
baked,” and said the country was 
afraid to attempt to find out anything 
about it. 

“Business men who go to the white 
house and give prosperity views in 
exchange for a free lunch do not un- 
derstand what a dose is to be admin- 
istered to them in this trade commis- 
sion,’’ declared the Connecticut senator. 
“If the country knew what is coming 
there would be a panic. This commis- 
Sion provides for a lot of government 
snoopers, spotters and spies, charged

N EMPIRE LIFE GO. 


Judge James Brown’s Coun- 
sel Claims Insolvency and 
Mismanagement — Testi- 
mony of J. A. Copeland, 
Former Deputy Insurance 
Commissioner, Taken. 


The first stage of the hearing of the 
case of Judge Jones R. Brown v. the 
Empire Life Insurance company was 
entered on yesterday by the taking of 
the testimony of John A. Copeland, 
former deputy insurance commissioner 
of Georgia, whose testimony was taken 
in behalf of the plaintiff. 

A sensation was developed when the 
deputy insurance commissioner, in re- 


|} sponse to repeated questions from Car- 
| roll Latimer, of counsel for the plain- 


tiff, stated that as a result of two 
official examinations into the affairs 
of the Empire Life Insurance com- 
pany, one in the fall of 1912 and the 
other in February, 1914, he submitted 
& report to the insurance department 
of Georgia showing that the assets of 
the company were impaired below the 
standard permitted by the law. 
Kxamiues Company’s Affairs. 

The witness testified that he made 
an examination of the affairs of the 
iimpire Life Insurance company for 
the Georgia insurance department in 
January and February of the present 
year to ascertain the condition of the 
company for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1913, and that he was acting 
in the capacity of representative of the 
department of insurance, making the 
examination for the benefit of the de- 
partment. Under notice from counsel 
for plaintiff, Deputy Insurance Com- 
missioner Copeland produced the orig- 
inal report of the result of his recent 
examination, as submitted to the in- 
Surance department, and identified fig- 
ures showing that the capital of the 
company was impaired to the extent 
of $114,497.45, less an item of approx- 
imately $7,000 claimed as an offset for 
reinsurance, 

In response to further questions, Mr. 
Copeland showed that the company car- 
ried as assets on its books stock notes 
amounting to $159,298.05, which stock 
notes were not entitled, under his 
opinion as deputy insurance commis- 
Sioner, to be considered as admitted 
assets. 

He identified items in his report crit- 
icising the action of the company in 
lending its funds to various agents, 
taking as collateral for such loans 
stock in the agency company, which 
loans the deputy insurance commis- 
sio® r contended were not entitled to 
be c.nsidered as admitted assets un- 
der the insurance law. 


Identifies Entries. 


He also identified in his report en- 
tries relating to the first mortgage 
loans made by the company, aggregat- 
ingg approximately $14,000, some of 
which were past due and unpaid, to 
which condition attention had been 
called ineffectively in previous reports. 
_ Counsel for the plaintiff brought out 
from the witness testimony to the ef- 
fect that the officers and directors had 
subscribed the sum of $125,000 capital 
Stock of the company, and that in- 
Stead of paying their subscriptions in 
cash had delivered their individual 
notes to the company, which notes had 
been discounted with the Commercial 
Savings bank, of Macon, in exchange 
for a certificate of deposit. and that 
the company had been required to pay 
a discount of $12,500 and had resold 
to other parties the stock subscribed 
for at a further loss of $25,000. none 
of the officers and directors of the com- 
pany having ever paid one dollar on 
these subscriptions. 

At this stage of the examination the 
hearing was adjourned until today, at 
Which time the cross-examination of 
the witness will be taken up by coun- 
sel for the defendant company. 

Promise Sensational Developments. 


Carroll Latimer, of counsel for Judge 
Brown, stated to The Constitution re- 
porter: 

“The disclosures 
Insurance Commissioner Copeland in 
his examination today are mild com- 
pared to the developments which will 
follow the examination of other wit- 
nesses in the case, including the of- 
ficers and directors of the company. 

“The Macon transaction, while 
Startling, is merely illustrative of the 
methods of high finance pursued by the 
officers and directors of the compa- 
ny in their efforts to keep it afloat. 

“We have and will tender in evidence 
the contract under which the company 
was forced to bear the loss which 
should have fallen on the shoulders of 
its officers and directors, and which 
stipulated that these subscription 
notes were to be exchanged for a cer- 
tificate of deposit in the Macon bank, 
with the express understanding that 
the money wag to be left in the bank 
and the certificate was not to be trans- 
ferred or disposed of in any way. 

“This was followed by a contract 
between the company and these of- 
ficers and directors, which will be put 
in evidence, stipulating that the lia- 
bility under these notes should never 
be enforced by suit against any of said 
officers and directors. 

“We are not attaching much impor- 
tance to the significant fact that of the 
entire assets of the company the insig- 
nificant sum of only $14,000 was legally 
invested in first mortgace loans— 
many of which are past due and unpaid 
—and that a large portion of the as- 
sets of the company was illegally in- 
vested in loans to the agents of the 
company, secured by collateral pro- 
hibited by the insurance laws of Geor- 
gia, although these facts are of course 
significant. 

Report Showed Insolvency. 

“It is of greater import that the of- 
ficial report of the deputy insurance 
commissioner who examined the af- 
fairs of the Empire Life Insurance 
company in behalf of the state of 
Georgia, showed insolvency to the ex- 
tent of $114,000, even on the figures 
furnished by the company, including 
an item of approximately $52,000 car- 
riedascashin the Merchants’ Bank of 
Augusta, which credit was charged off 
a year ago by the bank, with the ap- 
parent sanction of the company. 

“Our evidence shows that the com- 
pany has practically nothing invested 
legally under the insurance laws of 
this state, and that its assets are 
grossly overvalued, one item of prop- 
erty shown on the books of the com-

‘Macon, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)—-One 
hundred Macon business men this 
morning met at the chamber of com- 
merce to enter a vigorous protest 
against the action of the county board 
of tax equalizers in taxing mortgages 
this year. The board of equalizers 
has prepared a list of all the mort- 
gages recorded in this county and is 
sending out notices to the holders 
thereof that they will be expected to 
pay taxes on them this year. About 
$2,500,000 in mortgages are held in this 
county. 

At the meeting today, presided over 
by E. D. Huguenin, speeches against 
the action of the board of equalizers 
were made by W. E. Dunwody, W. G. 
Lee, J. J. McKay, Malcolm Jones and 
Others. A committee was named to 
appear before the board of equalizers 
and endeavor to get them to recon- 
Sider the matter, and if they refuse to 
do so, then to go before John C. Hart, 
the state tax agent appointed to arbi- 
trate all disputes of this character. 

Harley Cabiness, a member of the 
board of equalizers, issued a statement 
today in which he declared it was 
clearly the duty of his board to en- 
deavor to collect the tax on mort- 
gages. He Said that it was hard to see 
the right of any man to withdraw 
from business, take his gains, large or 
Small, invest them in mortgages, in- 
sisting on rates of interest higher than 
those paid on other equally secure in- 
vestments, then pleading a divine ex- 
emption from paying tax as a philan- 
thropist or public benefactor.

“PLUCKING” BOARD 
EXPLAINS “PLUCKING” 


Reasons for Retirement of Cap- 
tain Gibbons and Other 
Naval Officers Given. 


Washington, July 16.—Rear Ad- 
miral Knight told the house naval 
committee today that, Captain John 
H. Gibbons and four other navy cap- 
tains recently plucked had “added ab- 
solutely nothing to the efficiency of the 
navy, but detracted from efficiency.” 
He said that while Captain Gibbons’ 
record was flawless, he had been at sea 
only three years out of the previous 
thirteen, and had contributed nothing 
material to the advancement of naval 
science. 

There was reference in the committee 
to a suggestion that certain officers 
had been “spotted” or “marked” for 
plucking. A bill to reinstate Captain 
Gibbons is pending. 

Under questioning, Admiral Knight 
said the only reason he knew for Gib- 
bons’ retirement was that he had been 
at sea only three years out of the pre- 
vious thirteen. During this time he 


was superintndent of the Naval acade- | 


my at Annapolis. Gibbons’ sea service, 
the admiral said, had been in command 
of the gunboat Dolphin, “a pleasure 
yacht for the president and the secre- 
tary of the navy.” The witness ad- 
mitted that two captains court-mar- 
tlaled for running their ships ashore 
had not been plucked. 

As the board considered that Captain 
Gibbons had contributed nothing to the 
advancement of naval science, the 
plucking law virtually compelled his 
retirement, the admiral said.

FEDERAL LEAGUE 
WINS BIG VICTORY 


Appellate Court Holds Ten 
Days’ Clause Is Null and 
Void—Reverses Johnson’s 
Ruling.

Chicago, July 16—The Federal league 
scored its first big legal victory in its 
war on organized baseball today when 
the appellate court held the ten days 
clause in the ball players’ contract 
“null and void.” 

The ruling was given in a court ac- 
tlon which reversed a superior court 
decision enjoining Pitcher f;,eorge 
Johnson, the Winnebago Indian, from 
playing with the Kansas City Federals. 
_ The injunction issued by Judge Foell 
in the superior court and served on 
Johnson while he was participating in 
the game here was granted at the re- 
Quest of the Cincinnati Nationals, 
whose ranks Johnson left to join the 
Federals. 

Federal league officials here were 
pleased with the decision and declared 
it would result in the addition to their 
Playing corps of dozens of stars. At 
the same time it is gaid the ruling 
gives ball players a great leverage in 
making demands from tne clubs. 

Counsel for the Cincinnati club say 
Judge Foell’s injunction still tech- 
nically stands. They have ten days in 
which to file a petition for a rehearing 
in the appellate court and meanwhile 
Johnson cannot play with the Federals, 
they say. 


Reds to Appeal. 


Cincinnati, July 16.—President 
eer Herrmann, of the Cincinnati base- 
yall club, with which Johnson was con- 
nected before joining the Kansas City 
Federal team, when told of the appel- 
late court’s decision in Chicago, said: 

“Of course we will appeal to the 
higher court immediately.” 


Affects Others. 


Kansas City, Mo., July 16.—‘It is @ 
réat victory for the Federal league,”’ 
eclared C. C. Maddison, president of 
the Kansas City Federal baseball club, 
when informed of the Johnson deci- 
sion. 

“This is the first decision of an ap- 
pellate court and means not only that 
Johnson may play with us, but that 
Suits seeking to keep Hal Chase and 
Player Marsans from the Federal

Gates’ Opinion. 


Indianapolis, Ind. July 16.—Edward 

E. Gates, general counse] of the Fed- 
eral league, was jubilant over the de- 
cision Of the appellate court in Chicago 
today. 
“The reversal of Judge Foell's opin- 
ion by the appellate court of Illinois,” 
he said, “is a complete vindication of 
Our position and is the Opinion of a 
higher court and, in this particular 
case, one Of last resort. 

“We have contended that an injune- 
tion ought not be Zranted to restrain 
a player from engaging his services 
elsewhere when the contract contains 
a clause permitting his former em- 
ployer to discharge him at any time 
without cause, upon a ten days’ notice. 
such a contract being inequitable and 
lacking mutuality. 

“The decision is also a precedent of 
Sreat weight in other litigated cases 
such as the Marsans case in the federal] 
cOurt at St. Louis and the Chase case 
at Buffalo.”

‘Carpentier Given Fight 
With “Gunner’’ on a Foul; 


FrenchmanHit While Down 


London, July 16.—Georges Carpen- 
tier, French champion and only pugil- 
ist of premier rank France ever has 
contributed to the game, was awarded 
the decision tonight over Gunboat 
Smith, the American fighter, on a foul 
in the sixth round of the fastest 
heavyweight fight Londoners have 
seen in years. 

The match between the two heavy- 
weights was fought at Olympia and 
was scheduled to go twenty rounds. 
To Smith the finish was a tragedy, 
because the blow for which the Ameri- 
can was disqualified was neither 
studied nor intentional. It was launch- 
ed in the heat of the whirlwind fight- 
ing when the Frenchman had slipped 
to his knees and spectators saw the 
Siant sailor recoil and attempt to 
be ug back almost as his arm flew 
out. 

Nevertheless the ending of tonight's 
fight has kindled bad feeling and is 
likely to be followed by long-drawn- 
out arguments. There has been an 
undercurrent of prejudice against 
American boxers among English ring 
followers, and, however unintentional 
Gunboat Smith's breach of the rules 
was, it probably will be cited in sup- 
port of this prejudice. 

Carpentier Was Leading. 

The popular judgment awarded Car- 
pentier the better of the fight on its 
merits. He Showed a fast left lead 
and a powerful and equally swift right. 
His foot work also was clever, and 
although Smith was quick for a big 
man, he was noticeably slower than 
his younger opponent. 

When the Seeman contingent 
matically carried Carpe 
ner in the sixth round the utmost 
confusion reigned. The ring was 
crowded with excited officials and sec- 
onds and thousands of Spectators were 
on their feet shouting and groaning. In 
this round Carpentier feinted with his 
left, then crossed his right to Smith's 
jaw.
